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Loch Katrine is one of the most celebrated lakes in “The 
Trossachs,” Sir Walter Scott rendering it famous in the 
“ Lady of the Lake.” On its shores are many spots men¬ 
tioned in the poem, while the residence of the fair Ellen— 
Ellen’s Isle—is pointed out to every tourist. The lake is 
eight miles long, and averages three-quarters of a mile 
wide. The “Silver Strand” was the meeting-place of 
Fitz-James and Ellen. 
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
